Volume 2, Genealosies, Under the Robbins 
Family. There are, however, inaccuracies in Adams-Stiles, which 
have been corrected in this paper, by verification with wills, 
deeds, Bible Records, tombstone inscriptions, etc. For example: 
Adams-Stiles says that the children in the VIIIth Generation are 
the children of Robert Robbins by his first marriase. Reference to 
deeds in the County Clerk's Office, Watertown, NeY. (Jefferson Co.) 
show as follows: Book G ~.122, March 29, 1915, mentions all the 
above children (except Phebe, who may have died) as “infant chila-+ 
ren & heirs of Lucy Robbins" who is also referrei to.as "the wife 
of Robert Robbins". And Book N35 ~ 29%, dated July 1, 1859, shows 
that Lucy Robbins.outlived her husband, Robert because it refers 
to the latter as "deceased".

Nothwithstanding the severé winds with snow of the day previous 
the storm having abated and the weather moderated, tho! slight snow 
covered the ground the naxt day, May 1st, 19880, at 11 o'clock A. M., 
the Copenhagen liberty pole floated the national standard, and a pro- 
cession cf carriages haif a mile long, headed by Raymond's Band,

The occasicn 
will never be forgotten by those present. Many children of bcth sexes 
and orderly in the extreme, were present, awed and inspired by the 


extraordinary, seene presented mF) 
When the sreetines Wore over, and the elegant spread laid, the 
= 


dinner was anncunced, and the twenty-nine first named, and possibly 
some of the others, dined with Hon Levi Robdoinss. The venerable centen- 
arian prsided at the table. The ladies in attendance were active and 
assidhous inf attention to the guests. A similar assembly never met 
on a like occasion in the town, and the entire entertainment was a 
novelty and cf exceeding interest, end of great sympatnetic feeling. 
The long spparated met, doubtless, many for the last time together on 
this earth. W itn great feeling, thankfulness and reverence, the host 
invoked the divine blessing with a strong voice upcn the very aged 
guests, several above ninety years of age, and on the feast, which 
cherished friends had so kindly prepared for the o¢casion. A modern 
cake, fiosted "1880", adorned the end occupied by Mr. Robbim, and ano-— 
ther of ancient style, frosted : "1780", adorned the opposite 
end. The newly papered walls were adorned with evergreens; a scroll of 
white background stretched above the ancient mentle-piece, bearing the 
inscription in large type 
1780 = 1880 

At the center and end of the groups of figures three garlands of 
exquisite taste and arrangement appeared; the first cf myrtle and ce- 
dar; the second of one-half white everlastings in unison with one-half 
of autumn leaves; the last, a sheaf of wheat with autumn's faded leaves 
+ typifxing respectively, Youth, Manhood, and O1d age. The whole was 
‘the work of several Indies of Copenhagen, and was much admired. Too 
much credit cannct be awarded the committee of ladies who did so much 
both before and after the novel entertainment to render it a success. 
It is intidious to mention anywhere all were so kind and devoted (sic), 
but Mrs. Dr. Allen, Mrs. E,am Austin, Mrs. A.G.Tnompson, Mrs. Nathan 
Clark, Mrs. Wm. Davenport, and the M:sses Nancy Sherwood, Hlizabeth 
Raymond, end Augusta Rich were recognized as actively interested. 


After dinner JOHN C. WRIGHT Esq., called to order and said: 


We have gathered together here to congratulate our venerable friend 
and neighbor, who has lived to the wonderful age of one hundred years 


today. Men whose years are reckoned by a century are like angels visits. 


few and far between, It is an uncommon event for a person to live to ni 
one hundredth birthday. When cur venerable friend first started in 
his journey of life, this nation was but four Years old, comparatively 
in its swaddling clothes, just at the com mencement of a new epoch in 
the world's history, et a time when new ideas were born into existence, 
which have gone widening, extending and developing, until to-day we hav 
the best government on earth, His early days werecoeval with the manhoc 
of Washington, Jefferson, and other wortheis of those times. Early in 
life he caught that inspiration®dfP noble deeds that marked his life 
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work along the passing yenrs. To-day we congratulate him, not only 

for his length of years, but honor him for having spent those years 
in usefulness to society and the world. We behold hin now, tenerable 
in age, almost at life's terminus, which is being rounded off with 

a grandeur that all might court, and should the pale horse and his ri- 
der now come, he would find our venerable néighbor like a shock 
of wheat, fully ripe and ready for the Mastdr's call. May these scenes 
4nspire us to imitate his virtues, emulate his noble deeds, practice 
the precepts he has taught, so that it may be aaid of us. in the fu- 
ture, as it can now emphatically be said of hin, that the worid is . 
better for our having lived. I will introduce to you the HON. LUCIAN 
CLARK who has lived more than three score years and ten in the most in- 


timate relations with Mr, Robbirs and who has represented Lewie County 
in the Legislature of 1657: 


VENERSBLE FRIEND: - Your niéeighoors and friends who have assembled 
here today to greet you on this, your one hundredth birthday, a point 
in life to which few in the past have been able to reach, and to whitch 
none of us assmebled here tcddy,can with reason hope to attain, have 
requested me to present tc them some of the incidents in your life; and 
I cmonly regret tant their choice has not fallen on one more ‘familiar 


with the events with which you have been connected, and more competent 
to present them, 


Neighbors and friends, histcry informs us that LEVI ROBBINS Cali 
FROM SANDISFIELD, IH MaSSaACHUSETTS, IN THE Y=AR 1801, and settled upon 
this farm, when scardely a haif dozen farms nad been lccated and taken 
up in this town; and the country for many miles around remained 
almost an unbroken wilderness. The deer and wolf, with other wild 
beasts, - <: roamed over these hills end valleys unmolested, save by she 
Indians who traversed this country ccensionally in pursuit of furs. A 
saw mill was built that same vear by Nathan liunger, in the present 
valley of Copenhagen, and a grist mili by him in 1805. The noarest grist 
mill in operation was located at Burrville, Jefferson Co., then known 

as Burr's Miils, and frequent trips were made by tiie settlers on foot, 
with knapsack and bag through the wcods,(no road having been cut through, 
to obtain necessary suppoies to sustain strength of arm, to fall the 
mighty forest trees tnat stood upon the land. 


Deacon Robbins lived in Oneida County from 1801 to 1805, and in the 
town of Lowville from 1601 to 1805, in the town of Harrisburg from 18035 
tc 1807, and in the tow of Denmark from 180¢@ tiil today, aND YET Has 
RESIDED THIS ENTIR: TIME ON THE SaME FaRM, He with Willis Secombe and 
Eleazer Sylveste1z, were the first assessors chosen in the town of Den- 
nark, in 1808. In 1812 he was town clerk, afterward Justice of the Peace, 
and at different times held hearly every office in town. 


in 1819 he represented Lewis Co. in the Legislature. DeWitt Clin- 
ton was Governor, and John Taylor of Albany, lieutenant-governor. He 
was a member of the committee on Indian tribes within the state. Thcir 
presence and tribal relations in conflict witn the landed and industr- 
ila interest, rendered at that period, that comuittee of considerable 
importance. Tne message of the Governor, Jan, 1lth,steated that about 70 
Stockbridge Indians #n route to White R,ver, Indiana, for settlement, 
had been stopped 100 miles this side, end informed their land had been 
ceded by treaty, by the Delaware's to the U. S. Government, was referr— 
ed to the Committee on Indian tribes (sic). Hedd‘'s petition for author- 
ity to convey lands, was referred to a special committee, of whichhe. 
was a member. He concurred in a repvort of a committee of five of which

he was a member to inquire whether any, and if any, what legislative 
provision may be preper to encourage the &C_tunl settlement of the 
public lands in the northern part cf the st-te. 

~He voted for the incorooraticn of the Educaticnal Scciety of New 
York, and for thet of the Bantist Bducnational Society of the State cf 
New York; and to investigate aileged corrupticn in obtaining the char— 
ter of the Bank of America; and was on the committecs, to whom were 
referred the petition cf his townsman, for moniesto be raised,in Lewis 
County, to build - tridge, and from Lewis and Jefferson counties for 
state aid of $1500 for a bridge across Deer Rsver in Pinckney, But 
his action for which he is justly proud, is voting for an appropria- 
tion of first eight, and cn defeat thereof, for $700,000 for the Etie 
Canal, carried by cnly 51 yeas to 45 nays. ‘Col. Root and Mr. Oakley 
voting nay, established his sagacity as a legislator, and patriotisn 
as a citizen. 


He never possessed the bodily strength of many of his neizgnbors; 
and yet he kept abreast with them in clearing the timber from his farn, 
and otherwise improving it. When in the priréof life he was considered 
a model farmer. He was activé member of the Baptist (/RR's note: By 
background he was undouttediy a Oongregationalist, his - father's 
brother, the Rev. ROBERT ROSrINS, a greduate cf Yale College, class of 
1760 was Paster of the Congregational Church, Westchester, Conn. for 
over 40 years, and his father's (Col. Solomon Robbins! Esq.) tomb- 
stone ic in the Congregational Churchyard, W_ethersfield, Conn. He pro- 
batly becaine a Baptist because there Were no other churches at Copen- 
hagen in the early days) and was distinguished by the cfficial cognomen 
of Deacon, from my earliest remembrance. He must have had an iron con- 
stitution, which he nursed by frugal and temperate habits to withstand 
the trials end arduous duties that naturaily fall to man in a lifetime 
of a hundred yeers, and to cutlive all his early neighbors, who joined 
with him in clearing the dark farest from these beautifully smooth and 
fertile ficlds, that greet our extended vision. 


He was a man of earnest thought and decided convictions. He did 
not depend on others to think for him. (VWRR's note: Compare this des- 
Cription of his uncle, Rev. Robert Robbins, ~ "Rev. Rooert Robbins 
was a man of great learning, a rigid Calvinist, and considerable IN- 
DIVIDUaALITY (in italics). Compare alsc his cousin, Capt. John Robbins, 
Esq. of Rocky Hill, Conn. (near Wethersfielg@) who, according to Stiles! 
“ancient Weth." was "outspoken", and the most important man in his town! 
Page 92); but, having directed his thoughts in proper channels, was en- 
&bled like St. Paul, to bring lhhe body into subjection to the power of 
his mind; and when ccnvinced that his right, he was not easily moved 
from it. He must not only be considered a poineer in the settlement of 
this country, but a pioneer in thought, and in acts, to remove the 
evils wnich were a curse to our country. , 


Hout 1820 or 21, he, with Wm. C. Lawton and several others, whose 
names we do not remember, formed an organization called a "Moral Ref- 
Orm Society". The planks of its constitution are not now all remembered, 
but a principal one was "total abstinance from all alcoholic or intoxi- 
cating liquors as a beverage." This I remember thought a lad of but 

ll or 12 years old, created much discussion in this community, confined 
Drincipally to the provriety of the sale and use of alcoholic liquors as 
beverage, which up to this time had been in general use, and was by many 
deemed 9. necessity in securing the hay and grain crops, and at logging 
Dees, and a few gallons of whiskey was all that was necessary to raise 
any building, however large, without any other refreshments; and Deacon 
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Robbins being the leading spirit in the orcanization, was assailed 
with opprobrious ephithets, by the lovers of the article, But he held 
steadily to his purpose to maintain the ple edge; and after 4 or 45 years 
agitation, a ‘respectable frastion of the commumity had discontinued 
the use of whiskey 2s a beverage, but still a majority of the people 
used it to a greater cr lesser “uxtent. 

About this time the Deacon hed occasion to raise a larjze barn, whict 
jt was confidently prophesied by the users of liquor, covld not 
be done without whiskey, Bu* he remained true to his purvose and his 
pledge, but furnished plenty of SMALL BEZR (the caps are imine, TRR) 
and provisions for the hungry.and invited his hands. Soon atter their 
arrival on the ground there were whisporings seen among the loverss of 
firewater and a oe al jug was discovered from which thc 
vhno furnished it regaled thenselve S, and treated such as chose to im- 
bibe. The timbers for the benits came slowly together, and late in the 
afternoon the raising commencec. The bents went up by jerks like the 
frog in the well, rising three feet and falling back two after every 
lift, and when night approached the tody of the building wes uv and 
the heavy plates on, “hen the raising was adjourned to the next after- 
noon, and after devouring tre provisions all went home. The next day but 
few who of those who thought whisky a necessity appeered, but the 
raising was finished in due seascn ana the psople fed, and the Deacon 
hed demonstrated that a barn could de raksed whthout whisky nheing fur- 


-nished by the proprietor; and within a fev years -,fter this the cases 


were exceptional where whisky was furnished at raisings. Thus patient 
perseverance in well-coing triumphed; and entitles him to the honor of 
being pioneer in the cause of temperance, 


About this time cc:mmenced the discussion of the evils of slavery, 
and the Deacon becane a valiant pioneer for tts abolition in the south- 
ern stdes. This subject cause even more heated discussions than the liq- 
vor question. The advocates of abolition were subjected not only to in- 
dGignities but to injuries in many parts of the country. Churches were 
Givided all over the country on this question, and in many instances 
broken up. The Baptist chures in Covenhagen was divided on the subject 

and in consequence of the majority refusing to withhold fellowship 
with pro-slavery churches, Deacon Robbins withdrew from his connection 
with it, and tneregéter pursued ! his course as an independent Christian, 
Ke did not Fesitate to measure iances with tho advocates of the nated 
institution, on @1l suitable occasions, and held in the churches in 
Copernagen several discussions with prominent advocates of its mainteain- 
ance, holding his position with firmness and ability, successfully again 
st aij. opposers. From what has been said it will te understcod that he 
Qiffered from many of his nésghbors on that subject, but this differ- 
enc.» did not affect their general goog wili and respect for him. From 
his thorough investigation and thoughtfulness on the subject he saw 
Plainly. the evil of slavery and the necessity for its abatément, but 
it 1s doubtful if even he anticipated the cost in life and treasure it 
would reaquire to rid the country of this monstrous nuisance. 

But this scourge has been Seep hGe from the country, and those who 

in the long ago opposed the Deacon's position are forced to concede that 
he stood on impregnable grounds, and still holds the fort, while their 
defences have all been swept away, and they are fain to stand on common 
Sround with Ain, with ell differences healed. (WRR'S note: It is in-~

Hon. Richard Hatfield, Hon. J. R. Van Rensslaer, Hon. Peter Sharpe, and ) 
othersof no less distincticn, “hese names I would be glad to mention had j 
I the time, in this connection, Duringthe years that have elpased i 
Since that sessicn, the state of New York, at that time but sparsely 
populated, has incrensed in wealth, population, and power, until she i 
stands today with "Excelsicr" for her motto, at the head ofthe column i 
of states. The imperial city of New York which contained then but a } 
few thousand inhabitants has beccme the nation's pride, and today rules : 
the finance and the commerce of this continent, and scon apparently will : 
that cf the entire glone. alimy has grovn from a small hamlet to be a : 
great anc powerful city to which we all point with pride as the capital { 
of this state. The cvCuilding in which the session was heid has since 
given way to what we call the nev  eapitol - this collossal : 
(sic) ana magnificent pile. I am informed by Mr, Robbins that the members 
lid not complain of the acoustic preperties of that assembly 
shamber, but that their deliberations were frequently disturbed by the 
jrumming of the partridge in the forest just outside.

SOLOMON ROBSINS (His tombstone in the Conrregetional Churchyard 
at vethersfield, Conn. reeds "COL. SULQ..ON RObSINS, “Sa.3 and the 
Vital Records et Sandisfield, iiass, recording his death, give him his 
title"Ssquire". This title wes usually accorded only men of prominence, 
Justices of the Peace, etc. WRR's note), the feather of HON. LVI ROBE-= 
INS, was born at WevHeaASPILLD, CONN, (inR's note: Stiles! anc. Wetn. 
says he held many town offices in VWeth.) He married ijary Hamnond of 
thet vlace (Stiles says her name vas "“Yanmer", but the Vital Réeérds 
of SaNDISFIELD record his marriage on May 10, 1770 to POLLY (i.aRY) 
HARLION. HaRliON is undoubtedly correct because thereafter 1t became 
a family first nome. "Hammond" I judge to be a nevsvaver tyvogranhical 
error, end I beltéve Stiles' informant misread H:xi.ON as Hanmer. Fure 
ther proof, if any is needed, is to be found in the fact thet Stiles 
places a (?) after"Henmer", showing thst he himself was in doubt about 
the neme wnen he included it in his work, There can te little if any 
doubt that the Sandisficld records are correct; I have double checked 
these records, both in the orinted form conniled by Cant. Slizur Yale 
Smith, to be found in most Cenealogical Libraries, and also in the 
Original form at Sandisfield, and the name epnears both times as hak:.0N, 

I seriously soubt whether i.an¥Y HaRi.0i] "wes of dh." at least the 
narriege is recorded at Sandisfield, and I have so far been unable to 
find a recora of it at Weth., and it is of course customary for a bride 
to be married at her home. I have also seorched a "Harmon" and a "Hernan! 
Genealogy at the Public Libr«ry at Hartford, Conn. - Genealoical 
Section - and the marriage is not noted. There vere, hovever, Harmons 
living; at Suffidi, Conn., near Sandisfied , but the marriage does not 
apvear at all in the BaRSOUN IiDuX,at the Conn. S_tate Library, which 
I cerefully searched aug. 17th, 1949. A rough conjecture would be that 
the Harmon Fanily moved from Suffield, Conn. to Sandisfield “here SOLO-

Of these children, AUSTIN and LEVI D., were noted for their inven- 
tive talents, they having received ap patent for a hand seeder as early 
as ‘about 1825-6, of great practical utility, believed to be the first 
invention of the kind; and also for other mechanical contrivances of 
merit. ORRIN G. is well known in LEWIS Co. as a gentleman of extended 

reading and an extensive dealer in patent roofing in former years, 
With the imaediate family of LEVI ROBBINS lived from about the 
period of his marriage, the maiden sister of his wife, AMY GOODENOUGH 
who died Sept. 23, 2853. 

February 19, 1860, HON. LEVI ROBBINS was tinited in marriage by 
REV.

This bento of HON. LEVI ROBSINS removed, about Five years after 
the brothers settled in DENMARK, after the terrible snow fall, to BELRPR 
Ohio, where he died. 

Our several hundred readers from Lewis Co. in other states will 
welcome this seemingly lengthy genealogy.

of LOWVILLE, then read portions of a sketch of the early settlement of 
DENMARK, from which, from want of space, we give put extracts: - 


HON. LEVI ROBBINS:-— We are gathered to present our felbcitations 
on your entrance into the eleventh decade - that you have reached the 
rounded fullness of a hundred years, 

The HON. LEVI RCOBEINS, whose centenary we, today, honor, was born 
May ist, 1780 —- a stormy and disheartening year in our revdlutionary 
- annals, trying men’s souls, and developing the prudence, fortithde, 

Bagacity and seif reliance essential to the great miiitary struggle 
then raging, These qualities are conspichous in our venerable friend 
with us today. THe period was of great solicitude, 1730-81 being estee: 
the culminetion of the war, The splendidly equipped army of Burgoyne 
had capitulated at Saratoga, on its route from Canada to joixi Sir 
Henry Clinton at NewYork, Mad A_thony Wayne, but six months prior 
to our friends birth, had captured, and then been driver, from Stony 
Point; the Hudson was guarded against British approach from below by 
its immense iron chain and boom, at West Point, a single link being of 
1350 pounds wbight; while Washington with an army held all approaches 
below West Point -— the citidal of all patriot hope in the Highlands. 

Amid great events and surroundings like these, LEVI ROBBINS began 
life's Journey. The treason of Arnold, for the delivery of that citi- 
del occuned that year, 1780. The interview between Andre and Arnold 
was S ept., and the former's capture was the 2drd, his execution at 
Tappan in the presence of the American army, October 2nd. Events: 
occurred renidly. The following year Washington divided the army, left 
one half under G_enerai Heath to guard the valley of the Hudson and 
West Point; andjoined by the French ¢ army from ° * -- Newport,dashed 
into Virginia for the capture of Yorktown, The occurrences of such 
days exert an influence on the habits, and constitutions of men in 
the sphere of their immediate influence. Under what government was

In the discussion of this question, the original autograph (sic) 
commission, dated October lst, 17761; issued by the Gontinental Con- 
@ress, and signed by John Hancock as President, constituting Benja- 
min Franklin and Robert Morris members of the committee of secret cor. 
respondence, and that all arms, ammunition and spcie delivered to them 
or theft orders, will bind the United States of Hmerica, was handed 
Mr. Robbins and afterwards inspected by all present. 

Late in the fall of 1800, LEVI and RHZUBEN ROBBINS and CALVIN 
GIDDEONS, came by way of ALBANY to ROME, and VERONA, now TURIN to 
JESSE ELODGET'S in DENMARK, now LEWIS Co., N. Y., to select lands, The 
previous season he intended to go to Ohio, but as he was unakle to 
collect some money he had loandd at Veronn in 1800, they came *=re 
that fell, remained byt a fewday s, selected the lands, and » my, 
returned, 

IN THE SPRING OF 1801 THE TWO ROBSINSES RETURNED FROM MASSACHUSETTS 
BY LaND; driving a cow from Rome, which they had traded for a better 
one on the routé, and bringing their axes md provisions on their 
backs - arrivirmhere, on their farm, two or three days after BENT and 
FaRWELL had located, just east below the hill, 

You-will *....lge these friends of your manhood, and the descendents 
Oinyoun & “"." > associates for the lore period of eighty years, 
during your residence on this place, in a retrospect:- 

When you started 
here, the FRENCH CaSTORLAND COLONY which had its agency office at now 
LYONS FALLS, had fractically ceased operations in '96, A few settlers 
had located in then LEYDEN, which in 1800 had '79 (sic) senatorkal 
votes, including now BOONVILLE, RICHARD COXE had a store on the corner 
of the State Road, and the road running east to now LYONS FALLS, the 
same RICHARD who was at one period connected with the CASTORLAND Co., 
and afterwards County Clerk of L#WIS CO, and whose clerk in the store 
LESTER I. RAYMOND, we have with us today. 

NOADISH HUBBARD was probably at CHaiPION VILLAGE, with some others 
near him. When LEVI ROBBINS began here, it was LOWVILLE, It was two 
years after your location here before HARRISSURGH, WaTERTOWN, or TURIN 

were born; and about seven years before DENMARK was created into a 
Township. And who were your neighbors in 1801? In all this wide domain 
of then LOWVILLE, now LOWVILLE, part of HaR-ISEURGH and DENMARK? Not 
attempting to give the undoubted **~ accessions, it may be well to 
recali on this day the "Heads of vunilies" of these towns, for this 
1s an occasion for dates, and names and facts, all names familiar to 
our honored guest, but some offthom have entirely disapveaed from our 
County list. Mr. S. then read 58 names of heads of families living in 
then LOWVILLE, which are crowded out for want of space, in 1800 when 
the Robbinses located here. (WRR - A great pity they are omitted!) 

They resided in the county of ONEIDA, but LEWIS and JERRERSON Cos. 
were in the womb of time - and the rapid settlement of the areas com—- 
prised therein, by some of the very best men of New England stock, 
hastened their delivery. 

LEVI ROBBINS well knew where to select nis lands. That shrewd 
old surveyor and good judge offands (WRR: I think he means the famous 
surveyor, BENJAMIN WRIGHT, mentioned below) had surveyed around No. 5 
in 1796; and his field notes contain this remarkable statement: This 
township needs no other remarks byt only to sry that it is the best 
township in the 500,000 acres, and it has every good quality that can 
be contained in a tewnship of land; mill seats, excellent timber, 
4. .%° * . pretty .good situation, srea, 51,251 acres, strict megeure,. 

You approve his opinion, and may be interested to know tha? it's 
Claimed with greatforce that with this same BENJAMIN WREGHT originated 
the "idea" of the ERIE CaNab! 
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Eighty years ago thefreater portion of LEWIS Co. presented the sol. 
emn stillness of the primevnrl forest. But the ROSSINSZS and a few others 
were here, and they wére bachelors. 

JESS=z BLODGET and MAJOR CRARY were in the east part of the town in 
1806, From this elevation they might perhaps, as they glanced at the 


head of the repids, see"evidences" of the NATHAN MUNGERS at work at the 
much desired saw mill.

Into that FAREWELL "mansion" of the 
olden time went SCLOMON FAREWELL with his wife, SabBIN«x (BURLINGAME), of 
WETHEASFIELD, CONN, It is claimed that the tro families *' of BENT and 
RARGWELL made their long 200 mile journey, with two oxen, one dled and 
one cow, between them, and fed ovt two bundles of straw, with brouse 

to the stock on route; that on arriving here these families remained in 
a shanty of cedar boughs until the two log houses were up for their 
shelter. FARSWELL's deughtor, SUBMIT, (a plain name, indicative of a 
chibd's duty in those better days), subsequently became the wife of El- 
der PaRLaY BROWN of PHILADELPHIA, Jefferson, Co. The crop of wheat rais- 
ed that season of 1801 by FaREVELL was taken to KELLY'S mill, at LOW- 
VILLE by way of the BLACK RIVER, and ground into flour, taking two days 
from farm duties. But the event of chief interest was soon to be herald- 
ea through the settlement. JESSE BLODGET'S House, tn the east portion 

of the town was becoming *~a matter of serious importance. DR. DUNN 

may have, at this period, reachcd MUNGER'S MILLS, as he left it in 1804, 
but I am unable to werify it; and DR. JOHN LOUD, from the cultured com- 
munity of CULiMINGRON, MASS,, whence our DR. SHAW came, and from contact 
with the family of the BRYANTS, with whom DR. LOUD studied, and whose 
son, Wi.

MARIA, who aft- 
erwards became the wife of ELIJaH MORRISON, of LOWVILLE. On the 17th of 
farch, 1803, from JOHNSTOWN, started JOHN PL«ANK and his son HENRY, with 
their familics and stock, for the newly founded home on the DEER RIVER, 
They fiourneyed by way of UTICa, BaRON STEUBEN'S and BOONVILLE to this 
town, by land, and settled on 200 acres,which JOHN paid for déwn, on 
the north side of DEER RIVSR between MUNGER'S MILLS and DEER RIVER VILLAGE 
inN VECREEN located on the same road, east, and adjoining, and Jalizs

There is but time for additional names of the not distant neighbors 
of the early period: Wil, and DANIFL CLaRK, HENRY SCHEMERHORN, fron 
SCHrNECTaDY, took up the DRYDEN 200 acres, the place where DR. SaliVEL 
ALLEN died, JOHNAWEAN BaRKER from PasIS, ONEIDA Co., NaTHaNIEL and ELSaz- 
ER SYLVESTER? ,.the former tvill with us, Wf .ROOT, the Elder, father of 
JUDGE Wil. ROOT, SOLOMON WZDGH, who.living to an advanced age, died in 
WISCONSIN, JOHN CaNFEELD seXtied on the HaRTZR farm on State road, 
three-fourths of a mile north of DEER RIVER, aftervards, tmrheps, living 
On therow home of WatTHsNIEL SYLVESTR, removed to MORRISTOWN, HENRY 
WELCH, on the aLVIN ALLEN lot, NICHOLAS a.

The roads were openine through the woods; well defined paths thread- 
éd the wilderness from neighbor to neighbor; the suhool house was being 
thought of; the blue jay, robbin (sic) and wren were around; and deer, 
quail and partridge added to the pleasures. °' of the ta. ~.. The land 
agent JUDGE STOW (whose son was subsequently a distinguished chief 
justice of a western state) was a man to be consulted, and under diffi- 
culties pacified. The glow and freshness of a new enterprise was being 
confronted with the deprivatiods and comforts of the lands from whence 
they came, and news from which was scant and meagre - in a word, it was 
the age of corduroy roads, snake fences, and hard times. The "bees" 
when man aided his fellow men, were becoming frequent, and our host 
may perhaps recall the day when the first framed house was raised, at 
now DENMARK VILLAGE, for FREDOM (sic) WRIGHT. the inn keeper, and that 
somewhat extraordinary pDerformance of his neighbor, JOHN PLaNK, who 
Walked the " ridge pole ", and from the centire took a drink, after the 
custom of the day, of sufcess to the enterprise, and threw the bottle 
to the ground. But he little imagined what was to take place beneath that 
roof. On Nov. 20, 1804, three delegates from each of the tovns of BROWN- 
VILLE, WaTERTOWN, aDsAMS, ELLISBURGH, iiaLTa {Now LORRAINE), HaRHISON 
(now RODMAN) , RUTLAND, CHAMPION, HaRRISSURGH, LOWVILLE/, MARTINSBURGH,

and TURIN, met beneath that roof, (in then HARAISBURGH), JOHNATHAN 
COLLINS in the chair, and EGSERT ?.. TEN EYCK, secretary. These, dele- 
gates there took measures to erect from the vast area of the then 
ONEIDA Co., two counties, and fix the dividing lines and boundaries 
of each. I question if as strong and able a body has ever assembled 
since, within our borders. Who were they? What of them? JACOB BROWN 
was at one time COliiusNDER IN CHLEF OF THE US ARMY; EGBERT TEN EYCK 
U.6s Minister to the HAWINIAN (sic) KINGDOM(his daughter © . is the 
wife of our CHIEF JUSTICE WULLIN, of WATERTOWN); SILAS STOW, our 
congressman, and the friend of CHIEF JUSTICE JAY; JOHNsTHZN COLLINS, 
CHILLUS DOTY, and JOHN IVES, quite prominent in our country government 
and affairs, and all were men of mark, distinction, and wéight in their 
respective communities, 

The meeting was 20 November; the winter following, the matter was 
pushed at saLBaNY, petitions and remonstrances being received; but here 
again comes to the helm, our old surweyor, BENJaMIN WRIGHT, who ran 
around this town years before, Ee introduced his bill for the erection 
of JEFFERSON and ZEVIS Gounties on the 4th of March, ad on the 28th of 


March, 1805, 24 days after, the twin counties of LEWIS and JEFFERSON 
were born.

Mne hundred years this year, LEWIS, from whom our courty is named, 
accompanied our Gen. CLINTON, to resist British depredation against 
CROWN POINT —- on our Eastern border; at the close of the war he escorted 
WaSHINGTON to his first inauguration as President, two years subsequent 
(sic) DENMARK was set off from HARRISSURGH (1807). 

.Here, honored sir, I must draw toward the close.We have got you out 
of Number & into MaNTUa, into LOWVILLE, into HsaRRISBURGH, and into 
DENMARK; and out of ONEIDsa, and into LEWIS, where we claim you belong.

Itis true 
the ranks of manhood have gone down, and weveral generations passfed 
way, in the wise order of nature; but no terrible disastors from the 
slements, or convulsions of nature, no raging pestilences, or earth- 
quakes, or tornadoes, have visited your section, to the great destruc- 
tion of human life and property. amid all the departing ranks of men 
‘or the never Sz2elds of the west - year after year — you have remained. 
Jurrounded by devoted friends, and received assiduous care and attention 
‘rom family and kindred, and children, through the lengthening vaie of 
fears. The raging billows of "old ocean" have brought to your ears the 
Joundg of the terrible Napoleonic wars, convulsing all Eurdpe; ard the 
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later struggles of armed monarchy thsre for aoninion; “hile you have 
witnessed the laying of the Youndations of your our o™n republic - by 
wise sages - in Justice and duty - assuring liberty, in the efflux of 
time, to the slave. The march of amies through here to our northern 
border in 1812; end the occasional cell of war's alerns have been yours, 
while to the neaceful seclusion of your home the triumphant termination 
of the great sectional contest has been announced, resulting es you 

knew it must;for you sav this rovernment founded by WaSHINGTON amid stor 
and temoests, end knev At went dovn, it must be only emid earthquckes 
end flames! You have braved the severity of our climate, andfhe 
occasional fierceness of our storms; have scen snov fall, 24th Octo-~ 
ber, remain till the 10th of iey; end agin fall from the 7th to 9th of 
avril, to the denth of four feet, in a sinsle night, ané so deep in 

the “oods et the time, that when it disaopeared finally, en ordinary
